Tomorchio, a bottle stacker, and 
Finocchiaro, suspended streetcar 
operator and part-time tavern 
bouncer. made signed statements 
admitting their participation in 
the robbery-murder. Carenza re- 
fused to make a statement, writ- 
ten or oral, 

: Turnkey Receives Tip. 

* They were arrested late last 
night and early today on informa- 
tion supplied by William Rosen, 
veteran turnkey, who began a pri- 
vate investigation of the Kopp 
murder last Sunday night after re- 
ceiving a tip that two men who 
may have taken part in the crime 
loitered about a tavern at Bran- 
non avenue and Arsenal street in 
the neighborhood known as “The 
Hill.” 

Rosen said he hung around the 
tavern in his off-hours until he 
learned the identities of the sus- 
pects, then called Chief of Detec- 
tives Herman F. Siebels to make 
the arrests. 

Tomorchio, an illiterate who can 
write only his name, admitted in 
his statement that he accompanied 
Carenza into the Kopp drug store 
last Saturday night while Finoc- 
chiaro waited outside in an auto- 
mobile and that he helped carry 
Kopp upstairs and bind him after 
Carenza struck down the druggist 

behind the cigarette counter. 


Says They Got $71. 

He told police he stood over the 
dying man as Carenza searched 
the apartment for money, but all 
they obtained was $71 or $72 they 
found in Kopp’s trousers’ pocket. 
He said he and Carenza were in 
the store, situated in Manchester 
on Highway 50 about 13 miles west 
of St. Louis, only a half-hour. 

They failed to find $1616 in cash 
which Kopp kept hidden in cigar 
boxes in a locked cedar chest. 

Finocchiaro admitted he served 
as chauffeur but declared he did 
not know unti] he was driving to 
Manchester that Carenza and To- 
‘morchio intended to rob a store. 
He said he drove the other two 
back to their homes after the 
crime but that he did not learn 
that a murder had been committed 
until he read a newspaper ac- 
count of the finding of Kopp’s 
body the next day. 

Tomorchio identified a pair of 
tan pigskin gloves, one of them 
bloodsta+ned, as the pair given 
him by Finocchiaro to wear dur- 
ing the robbery. One of the 
gioves was found in the Kopp 
store and the other beside High- 
way 50 three miles east of Man- 
chester. 

He said he forgot to wear them, 
having carried them in his pocket,

COUNCIL STUDIES 
SPANISH OFFER TO 
ALLOW INSPECTION 


Invitation to Send Atomic 
Inquiry Mission Includ- 
ed in Denial of Po- 
land’s Charges.

NEW YORK, April 13 (AP)— 
Members of the United Nations 
Security Council guardedly stud- 
ied today an invitation from the 
Spanish Cabinet to determine for 


itself by inspection whether refu- 
gee German scientists are en- 
gaged in atomic research in Spain. 

Council] reaction was immediate- 
ly lacking, but one delegation had 
indicated previously that an invi- 
tation from Generalissimo Fran- 
cisco Franco asking for such an 
investigation would seem a logical 
answer for the Spanish leader to 
make to Poland’s charges. 

While there probably will be no 
immediate decision on Franco’s in- 
vitation, the possibility arose that 
Spain might be permitted to state 
its case before the Council. Span- 
ish sources said Franco might 
send a representative, if asked, 
on the condition that he be al- 
lowed to speak without taking the 
role of defending a nation “on 
trial.” 

Action May Depend on Evidence. 

Some authorities suggested that 
the Council under its elastic pow- 
ers could call on a non-member 
to participate in its own interests, 
if desired, in order that both sides 
might be heard. Similarly, the 
Council could send an ‘investiga- 
tion body of technicians to Spain 
if the evidence of Poland—and 
supporting arguments expected by 
the Soviet Union, France and 
Mexico—indicates that such ac- 
tion is necessary,

Seize Key—None Has 
History to Indicate He 
Is Dangerous, Superin- 
tendent Says. 


Four of 10 mentally deranged 
men patients who escaped from 


on guard duty remained at large 
today, after an intensive police 
hunt resulted in the recapture of 
six of the men. 

Three of those taken into cus- 
tody were found by police on the 
They were John Lawson, 
arrested at Seventh street and 
Chouteau avenue; William Schar- 
inghausen, picked up at Tenth 
and Locust streets, and Robert 
Hadley, who was taken in custody 
by deputy sheriffs at Green Park 
and Reavis Barracks roads in 
Affton. 

Paul Miller was taken into cus- 
today. at his home, 2700 South 
Ninth street, and Louis Geiser 
and Milton Miller, who is not re- 
lated to Paul Miller, were appre- 
hended at the Salvation Army of- 
fice on the ninth floor of the Cen- 
tury Building, 313 North Ninth 
street. 

Geiser attempted to flee when 
police appeared but was caught 
after a chase down three flights 
of steps: 

Others Still at Large. 

The others who fled from the 
Sanitarium and have not been re- 
captured were reported to police 
as: Joe Moccia, 32, 1343 Hodiamont 
avenue; Maurice Wilson, 26, 2922 
Tamm avenue; George Tate, 24, 
2446 North Grand boulevard, and 
Willard McNail, 28, 2203 Benton 
street. 

Geiser, 23, was reported to have 
lived at 3649A South Broadway; 
Lawson, 31, at 1108 Dolman street, 
and Milton Miller, 37,. at 4506 
North Twentieth street. Paul 
Miller, 28, and Milton Miller are 
not related. 

The 10 men, all confined to a 
hydro-therapy ward in a building 
east of the main institution at 
5400 Arsenal street, waited until 
the dinner hour at 4:45 p.m, yes- 
terday, when only one attendant 
was on guard duty, before making 
their break. 

Dewey Welker, the attendant, 
said one of the patients, Louis 
Geiser, struck at him with his 
fists, while two others, Willard 
McNail and Jéhn Lawson, grabbed 
him from behind. 

Gives Key to Them. 

“T saw what they were after,” 
Welker, who lives at 1918 Oregon 
avenue, told a Post-Dispatch re- 
porter, “so I just unspapped the 
key to the door from a chain on 
my belt and gave it to them.” 

The men had no difficulty leav- 
ing the building after unlocking 
the door of their ward, which is 
on the second floor. They were 
last seen going towards the Mis- 
souri Pacific railroad tracks east 
of the building. 

Dr, Louis .H. Kohler, superin- 
tendent of the sanitarium, said 
none of the escaped patients had 
a medical history that would 
classify him as dangerous in the 
sense of “attacking, holding up or 
shooting any other person.” 

He described the men as consti- 
tutional psychopaths, who are un- 
able to make the proper social ad- 
justment. Some of the men had 
been sent to the institution, Dr. 
Kohler said, after they had be- 
come unmanageable at the St. 
Louis Training School, Others, he 
added, were confined after con- 
viction for minor offenses in city 
courts, 

Persons adjudged criminally in- 
sane in Circuit Court in St. Louis, 
he pointed out, are sent to the 
State Hospital at Fulton, Mo.,and 
are not confined at the Sanitarium. 

Guard Not Armed. 

Welker was not armed when he 
was attacked, as the attendants 
do not carry weapons. In accord- 
ance with the institution’s policy, 
he remained in the ward after he 
was strongarmed and did not pur- 
sue the escaping patients. He im-

WASHINGTON, April 14 (U0P)— 
The House late today postponed 
until Monday a vote on draft ex- 
tension legislation. 


WASHINGTON, April 13 (AP)— 
The House tentatively voted a 
five-month draft “holiday” today 
after having voted earlier to bar 
the induction of teen-agers. 

Nearing final action on legisla- 
tion extending the draft law nine 
months beyond May 15, the House 
adopted the amendment to pro- 
hibit any inductions between May 
15 and Oct. 15 of this year by a 
standing vote of 149 to 127. 

Under terms of the amendment, 
inductions could be resumed after 
Oct. 15 only by presidential de- 
cree and a finding that voluntary 
enlistments were insufficient to 
meet the manpower needs of the 
Army and the Navy. 

The proposed bar on teen-age 
inductions was approved also on 
a teller vote of 195 to 96, which 
was subject to a roll call later. 

Earlier, the thamber had re- 
fused to increase the minimum 
draft age to 21. 

Pay Rises Blocked. 

An attempt to write service pay 
rises into the draft extension legis- 
lation ‘was blocked by a technical- 
ity. An amendment proposed by 
Representative Harness (Rep.), 
Indiana, would have increased the 
pay of buck privates 50 pef cent. 
A lower scale, down to 10 per cent 
for colonels, was proposed for 
others. Because it did not deal 
with the draft itself, however, it 
was ruled out of order. 

The draft “holiday” was pro- 
posed by Chairman Vinson (Dem.), 
Georgia, of the Naval Affairs Com- 
mittee. 

The teen-age amendment was in- 
troduced by Chaifman May (Dem.), 
Kentucky, of the Military Com- 
mittee, who told the House, “It's 
wrong to put children in the 
Army.” 

Would Stop Inductions. 

In a speech supporting the pro- 
posal, he told the House he be- 
lieved it would be “a wise move” 
to stop all inductions while a vol- 
untary enlistment program is in 
operation. 

May’s committee has urged a 
straight nine-month extension with 
no change in existing age limits 
and no draft “holiday.” 

In support of his contention that 
teen-agers are not needed, May 
said Gen. Dwight D. Eisenhower 
recently told the Senate. Military 
Affairs Committee that teen-age 
soldiers are ‘‘not so suitable” for 
military service. 

Opposing May’s amendment, 
Representative Walter G. Andrews 
(Rep.), New York, a Military Ar- 
fairs Committee member, told the 
House there were not enough ac- 
ceptable men in the pool older than 
19 to furnish the manpower needs 
of the armed services between now 
and July 1, 1947. 

To extend the draft law but to 
prohibit induction of teen-agers, 
Andrews contended, would be 
meaningless and would not fur- 
nish sufficient men. 

Another Republican on the com- 
mittee, Representative Harness of 
Indiana, asserted, however, that 
the people “want to stop taking 
18-year-old boys into the peace- 
time Army.” Harness said he be- 
lieved the Army and the Navy 
could get all the men they need 
through enlistments. 

Representative Lyle (Dem.), 
Texas, a combat veteran of World 
War II, opposed the May amend- 
ment on the ground it would 
amount to gambling with security. 

“To me the price of peace is 
worth a great deal more than the 
price of war,” Lyle said. 

Representative Cooley (Dem.), 
North Carolina, told the House it 
shouldn't give “expectant fathers 
of illegitimate children” a defer- 
ment from the draft. 

The legislation includes a sec- 
tion which exempts anyone who 
has a child. A child is described 
as meaning “a legitimate or ille- 
gitimate child from the date of 
its conception.” 

Cooley asserted that with this 
provision “all a man has to do 
when the draft board calls him 
is to announce he Is about to be- 
come a father.” He added: “The 
draft board then becomes a bas- 
tardy court. ,.. The next thing 
you know you'll be giving these 
fellows a Distinguished Service 
Cross.” 

Both the draft “holiday” propo- 
sal and the teen-age bar rolled up 
heavy support at the opening of 
debate yesterday on draft exten- 
sion, House leaders had indicated 
they would go along on the tem- 
porary induction bar but would 
put up a stiff fight against May's 
proposal. 

Speaker Reyburn had called the 
House into session early again to- 
day for the second successive day 
in an effort to obtain passage to- 
day so the bill could be sent to 
the Senate for a vote next week.

on schedule the world may obtain 
some valuable information it 


otherwise would not get on Amer- 
ican military power. 

Lucas indicated he believed it 
would be better for all concerned 
if the extent of the damage that 
can be inflicted by atom bombs 
@n naval vessels remains an un- 
settled question until the world 
gets farther along the road to 
peace, 

Truman’s Announcement, 

The renewed discussion on the 
wisdom of the forthcoming tests 
was touched off by Truman’s an- 
nouncement yesterday that the re- 
vised summer target dates for the 
experiment would be met. Orig- 
inally, the first date was set for 
May 15, but postponed by the 
President so that more Congress- 
men might attend. 

Lucas contended that regard- 
less “whether the test is a suc- 
cess or a fizzle,” important infor- 
mation on the atom bomb’s po- 
tentialities was bound to be re- 
vealed, 

But Senator Hickenlooper 
(Rep.), Iowa, a member eof the 
Senate Atomic Energy Committee, 
told reporters it was just as logi- 
cal to suggest battleships be 
added to the fleet without shake- 
down cruises as to propose that 
the atomic bomb not be tested at 
sea. 

Senator Huffman (Dem.), Ohio, 
co-sponsor with Lucas of a re- 
solution to cancel the tests, an- 
nounced in Columbus that he 
would press he resolution. 

“Further tinkering with the 
atomic bomb until England, Rus- 
sia and the United States have 
themselves proved the United Na- 
tions cannot succeed,” he said, 
“means the blood of an atomic 
war may be upon our hands.” 

However, Senator Hart (Rep.), 
Connecticut, a former admiral, 
told the Senate that the Navy 
cannot make ypostwar plans un- 
‘sss atomic bombs are tested on 
ships “without delay.” 

Chairman McMahon (Dem.), 
Connecticut, of the Atomic Energy 
Committee, said he thinks the 
tests should go ahead as sched- 
uled, and Chairman Connally 
(Dem.), Texas, of the Senate For- 
eign Relations Committee, agreed. 
There were indications, however, 
that Senator Vandenberg (Rep.), 
Michigan, a member of both 
groups, is not convinced this is 
the wisest course. He declined 
public comment. 

Fulbright Worried. 

Senator Fulbright (Dem.), Ar- 
kansas, reported he was worried 
about the large scale nature of 
the tests, the first of which is 
now scheduled to be held about 
July 1. 

“T don’t see why this test can’t 
be made with fewer ships,” he 
said. 

That question will come before 
the Senate Naval Committee next 
week when V. Adm. W. H. P. 
Blandy, commander of the Navy’s 
task force for the test, testifies 
on revised plans. Blandy already 
has announced that only 77 ships 
will be placed in the target area, 
instead of the more than 100 pre- 
viously contemplated. The_ re-

EXPLAINS FAILURE OF CAFES 
TO JOIN IN FOOD PROGRAM 


Failure of most restaurants in 
St. Louis to comply with the sug- 
gestions of President Truman’s 
food emergency committee to con- 
serve food is due to the fact that 
to do so would cause them to lose 
money, B. M. Franks, executive 
secretary of the St. Louis Res- 
taurant Association, said today. 

“Our costs for food would be 
reduced about 1 per cent, if the 
committee’s recommendations 
were followed,” he said, “but the 
restaurants would have to reduce 
their prices from 5 to 10 per cent 
in order to comply with OPA di- 
rectives governing price ceilings 
on smaller-portioned meals.” 

A month ago the committee ap- 
pointed by the President recom- 
mended a list of 20 possible ways 
in which restaurants could con- 
gerve on food. Included were sug- 
gestions that but one piece of 
bread be served with each meal,

$650,000 Contract Let. 

The new plant will be erected 
in the detached area occupied by 
Monsanto Chemical Co.'s Clinton 
Laboratories near one end of the 
sprawling Oak Ridge grounds. Al- 
ready a $650,000 contract has been 
let for expansion of the labora- 
tories, offices and parking space. 
Draftsmen are preparing to make 
th. blueprints for the main plant. 
Monsanto wis requested by the 
Army’s Manhattan Engineer Dis- 
trict to accept the assignment of 
handling this plant. It has been 
operating Clinton Laboratories, 
which was started originally as a 
pilot plant for production of plu- 
tonium, as the forerunner of the 
great establishment at Hanford, 
Wash. The Army said it wag ad- 
hering to its policy of keeping 
atomic operations in the hands of 
private industry. 

Other industrial organizations 
have been asked to co-operate 
with Monsanto in the undertaking 
as ‘consultants and to furnish 
technical men. It was disclosed 
that a meeting to organize this 
co-operation was held in New 
York City Thursday. Among those 
present were representatives of 
Manhattan district, Army Air 
Forces, the Navy, Monsanto, Uni- 
versity of Chicago’s metallurgical 
laboratory, which paved the way 
for the plutonium program, and 
three big electrical equipment 
manufacturers, General Electric, 
Westinghouse and Allis-Chalmers.

WALLACE. DECLARES 


‘Too Much Sense’ on Either 
Side for That, He Says in 
F.D. R. Memorial Talk. 


NEW YORK, April 13 (AP) — 
Henry A. Wallace told a Franklin 
D. Roosevelt memorial meeting 
last night “there is not going to 
be any war with Russia,” but the 
Secretary of Commerce said he 
hoped that “Russia will not sub- 
stitute a new type of exploitation 
for the old” in the race for world 
trade and influence. 

It is “something which we also 
must guard against, in our own 
relations, with constant vigilance,” 
the former Vice President told the 
meeting, sponsored by the CIO’s 
Political Action Committee to ob- 


serve the first anniversary of 
Roosevelt's death. 

“We may,compete with Russia 
for oil—just as we will compete 
ideologically,” Wallace said. “But, 
in our competition, we must dem- 
onstrate that we can raise the 
standard of living of all our peo- 
ple faster, and to higher levels, 
than can Russia.” 

“Russia has too much sense — 
just as we have too much sense”— 
to become involved in another 
war, Wallace said, 

“England is critical of Russia— 
and Russia is critical of England. 
Both nations at times may be crit- 
ical of us—just as we may be 
critical of them. 

“We should not take the side 
of one against the other. 

“For, aside from language and 
a common literary tradition, we 
have no more in common with 
imperialistic England than with 
communistic Russia.”

knowledge of many Gestapo 
crimes. 


Under cross-examination by As- 
sistant United States Prosecutor 
John Harlan Amen before the in- 
terrrational military tribunal, Kal- 
tenbrunner, who is on trial as a 
war criminal, said he was in- 
formed of Hitler’s decrees for the 
extermination of Jews and the 
shooting of Allied captives. He 
also admitted signing a letter 
which discussed Hitler decrees of 
which he had professed ignoranc 
earlier. 


The towering Nazi defendant 
also acknowledged that he had 
received regular reports during 
1942, when he was a high SS. 
official in Austria, of the progress 
of Jewish extermination in the 
eastern occupied territories. 


Amen, exhibiting one of these 
reports, demanded: 

“Isn’t that just one of a series 
of reports that went to you every 
month?” 

“Yes,” Kaltenbrunner replied. “I 
cannot deny that these reports 


were distributed to police officials 
all over the Reich.” 

The prosecution lost its fight to 
introduce as evidence a copy of a 
letter to Kaltenbrunner’s counsel 
from the mayor of Oranienburg, 
a town near Berlin and site of a 
big concentration camp. Amen said 
the letter showed “that even minor 
officials in the Reich knew what 
the real conditions were.” 

The letter was a reply to a re- 
quest for evidence in the defend- 
ant’s behalf, The mayor, Amen 
said, sent the prosecution a car- 
bon copy.

TURKS SEEK $500,000,000 
LOAN TO FINANCE INDUSTRY 


WASHINGTON, April 13 (AP)— 
Turkey has applied for an Amer- 
ican loan of about $500,000,000 to 
finance industrial development, it 
was learned yesterday. 

Government and diplomatic of- 
ficials confirmed the Turkish ap- 
plication but stressed that Amer- 
ican consideration at this time has 
nothing to do with the political 
situation in the Near East, 

It was learned that Turkey first 
sounded out the American govern- 
ment last October and submitted 
formal application for the credits 
in February.

WASHINGTON, April 13 (AP) 
—The United States today was 
reported planning monthly expen- 
ditures of almost $60,000,000 to 
help feed occupied Germany and 
Japan until mid-1947. 

A total of $700,000,000 has been 
earmarked for this purpose in the 
War Department’s budget esti- 
mates for the 12 months begin- 
ning July 1, according to an offi- 
cial who asked that his name be 
withheld. 

To make up current deficiencies, 
food already is being shipped into 
the United States-occupied zone 
of Germany at the rate of more 
than 50,000 tons a month. About

The basic ration of the 18,000,000 
Germans in the United States 
zone was reduced this month from 
1555 to 1275 calories.

By the end of June, it was es- 
timated that the United States 
will have supplied 350,000 tons 
since the German ration first was 
supplemented late last year.

The State Department 
has declined to assume the occu- 
pation burden and the United Na- 
tions Relief and Rehabilitation 
Administration is responsible only 
for taking care of displaced per- 
sons, aside from supplying relief 
to liberated Allied countries.

FISSIONABLE MATTER 
FOR FUEL ENVISIONED 


Dr. J. C. Stearns Tells Engi- 
neers of Possible Uses in 
Remote Areas of World. 


Use of fissionable material as 
fuel to develop now relatively in- 
accessible areas of the world was 
envisioned last night by Dr. J. C. 
Stearns, dean of the facultiés and 
of the School of Graduate Studies 
of Washington University. 

Stearns spo’e at a banquet of 
the Student Branch of the Ameri- 


can Society of Engineers, whose 
annual convention closes here to- 
day. Representatives of nine 
Midwestern colleges and univer- 
sities attended. 

Through use of fissionable ma- 
terials to produce heat cities, com- 
plete with homes, hotels and of- 
fice buildings, could be established 
at the North and South Poles, 
he said. Landing fields could 
then be established there, thus 
permitting air lines to use great 
circle routes, shorter than exist- 
ing ones. He said that in 10 
years power produced by nuclear 
fission could equal all power pro- 
duced in the United States in 1941. 
Listing the advantages of fis- 
sionable material as fuel, Stearns 
scid when uranium is used, plu- 
tonium, which is equally good as 
fuel, is produced; oxygen is not 
required, so that no drafts or 
flues are necessary for atomic 
power plants; and much less fis- 
sionabl; material, by weight is 
necessary than for other types of 
fuel.

Clark Explains Case. 

“To avoid misunderstanding,” 
Clark declared recently “I wish to 
stress the fact that the Govern- 
ment is not seeking to overturn 
titles to tidelands or lands beneath 
bays, harbors, or other inland 
navigable waters. The legal con- 
troversy relates only to land under 
the marginal sea, beyond tide- 
Jands. In this area the paramount 
right to valuable resources has 
for many years been the subject 
of conflicting claims.” 

A case in point was Kenny’s as- 
gertion, in a recent letter to pub- 
lishers, that the test suit has ham- 
pered postwar reconversion plans 
in Milwaukee due to the clouding 
of titles in the wake of the Su- 
preme Court suit. 

City Attorney Walter J. Mattison 
of Milwaukee told reporters today 
that the suit has clouded title to 
once-submerged lands which the 
state granted to the city. Accord- 
ing to Mattison, the properties af- 
fected are the city’s $5,000,000 fil- 
tration plant, built completely on 
filled-in land; a large part of the 
sewage disposal plant; important 
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harbor piers, docks and _ struc- 
tures; the city’s picturesque lake 
front drive, which for three miles 
is on reclaimed land, and almost 
all of Juneau Park. 
If the city chose to build a 
project that would be financed by 
revenue bonds, on any of these 
lake front lands, Mattison said, it 
would be questionable whether 
any reputable bond house would 
buy the bonds because of the 
cloud “now existing” on the title 
to the submerged and reclaimed 
lands. 
In the opinion of Department of 
Justice experts, such a “cloud,” 
if it exists, is made out of ‘ot air. 
Milwaukee's Lake Michigan shore- 
line is not endangered by any 
stretch of the imagination, they 
insist. ; 

Status of Inland Waters. 

In this connection Attorney Gen- 
eral Clark said in a speech t 
State Attorneys General: 

“A number of you from inland 
states signed the memorandum 
filed with the House Committee on 
the Judiciary (in support of the 
quitclaim legislation). It is thus 
apparent that you are concerned 
about the possible effect of this 
suit upon the beds of lakes, riv- 
ers and bays. 

“As I have said, the suit will 
have no effect upon those lands, 
nor will it have any effect upon 
titles to the beds of the Great 
Lakes, 

“My understanding is that the 
Great Lakes are considered inlaad 
waters and no contention has ever 
been made by anyone that a mar- 
gina] sea exists there. The present 
suit, therefore, raises no question 
as to the title of the lands beneath 
the Great Lakes.

As a veteran who has just returned 
from three years in the Pacific, I have 
followed the dispute between the Post 
Dispatch and the veterans who marched 
in on Gerald L’ K. Smith's meeting. 

The nation as a whole, but the vet 
erans in particular fought to maintain 
the freedoms which are our precious 
heritage The greatest of those are free. 
dom of speech and of the press, 

No true American. much less a vet 
eran, would dispute that the demon 
strators were doing right in opposing 
the principles which Smith preaches 
But, remembering the principles we 
preach, the methods adopted by the 
demonstrators were inconsistent and 
reprehensible. 

The United States cannot preserve 
freedom of any kind if we allow the 
cornerstone of free speech to be over 
turned. The actions which took place 
definitely constituted an infringement 
of this right, and the men who took 
part in it are as guilty as Mr, Smith 
of being un-American 

It is our duty to oppose all those who 
advocate doctrines inimical to our way 
of life. But let’s do it the American 
way and not by methods learned from 
Hitler. 

I cannot agree with you, however, that 
it is sufficient to sit by and “laugh or 
scorn his following down to the heredi- 
tary crackpots.” The constructive attack 
is for veterans and other Americans to 
be on guard that these crackpots do not 
seep into our Government, If the ap- 
proximately 11,000,000 veterans cannot 
organize sufficiently to protect them 
selves legally, then our system of gov 
ernment is not worth saving. 

The Post-Dispatch and the Star-Times 
gave ample evidence of their desire “to 
laugh or scorn” by the pictures they 
published of the members of Smith’s 
audience. The satire in those pictures 
did more damage to Smith’s following 
than the demonstrators could have 
hoped to do. 

The two veterans whose letters ap. 
peared April 9 do not speak for mil- 
lions who risked their lives to fight 
Fascism. I sincerely hope they do not 
even speak for the majority of the 
American Veterans’ Committee Other- 
wise that organization has lost a pros 
pective member, for they definitely do 
not speak for me.

The Case of 1806 Hickory 


No. 1806 Hickory street is a tenement. It is 
where Charles Barton, 8 weeks old, was bitten 
by a rat, to die later at City Hospital. It is a 
ramshackle place, and a good place for rats 

A visit to 1806 following the death of the Bar 
ton child showed it to be full of rat holes. Win- 
dows were broken, Conditions were unsanitary. 
The stairs would have challenged an Alpinist. 
Against the hazard of fire, there was a coil of 
rope under a jammed window on the third floor 
where the Bartons lived. And if fire had broken 
out, how could the Bartons have slid their four 
surviving youngsters down three stories of rope? 

It is hard to see how such a rooming house 
could have passed city inspection. but it did. 

No. 1806 arrived in the news by way of rats, 
and the Health Division is responsible for rat 
control inspections. The first fact indicts the 
second. The division operates on the basis of 
insufficiency plus bluff. Its rodent control in: 
spectors respond only to complaints, and then 
can do little about them. 

If someone is sufficiently annoyed to admit 
that he has rats, or if someone else accuses him 
of having rats, an inspector dashes off to look 
into the matter. Sometimes two inspectors are 
sent out, adding duplication of effort to lack of 
results, for helter-skelter trips around town don’t 
control rats. Any rodent contro] authority, or 
anyone with common sense, understands that rat 
control must be on a systematic district-wide 
basis. It does no good to fight rats in just one 
spot of an infested city. 

Moreover, and for some unknown reason, the 
inspectors sometimes confine their inquiry to 
only one part of a building If the complaint 
concerns a store, they look a; the store. If the 
store is part of a building they still look at the 
store. Unfortunately, rats are not that particu- 
lar. 

Upon answering a complaint, the inspectors 
fill out a form as to whether a building contains 
holes, uncovered garbage cans or other invita 
tions to rats. But if the inspector wants to de 
something about the. uncovered garbage can, then 
he has to call for a policeman. He has little 
power himself to enforce rat control, except the 


‘power of bluff. 


The inspector spends a,fair share of his day 
filling out his forms. One copy goes to the 
landlord, or perhaps to the straw party who 
claims to be the landlord and that may well be 
the end of it. Another copy is buried in the 
Health Division files, The net result of the in 
spection is that it does not call for action, but 
for paperweights. 

The Health Division can claim that it doesn’t 
have enough authority to enforce a job of rat 
control. Yet the record shows that it has scoffed 
at the need for such authority, and that it never 
asked for authority until last month. Then an 
indignant public finally demanded action from 
city officials, as today’s Mirror of Public Opinion 
makes clear. 

The case of 1806 Hickory shows that the 
Health Division’s rat control work has been 
apathetic and bungling. It should serve as ap 
example of what not to do when Mayor Kauf- 
mann and the Board of Aldermen work out @ 
new rat control program in the aldermanic ses 
sion beginning next Tuesday. 

However much the Mayor and Aldermen com 
promise their differing views on this program, 
they must provide three essentials for an effec 
tive war on rats. Rat control must be placed 
in expert hands, given some independence of 
action and supported by strong enforcement 


power. 
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Atomic Footnote 

Marquis Childs today says that French physi- 
cists have made great strides in the field of 
atomic fission and that France may produce 
atomic energy “long before any other country.” 
Russian attempts to pull France into her Eu 
ropean orbit, with wheat and other inducements, 
may in fact be another chapter in the grim story 
of the atomic armament race. Which is another 
reason why all haste is necessary in setting up 
an Atomic Development Authority along the 
lines of the Lilienthal report. 
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Science Is Less Than Wonderful 


Chancellor Arthur H. Compton knows that the 
Navy’s grant to Washington University for sch 
entific research is to be accepted with caution. 
He will sift the available projects for the ones 
which offer a maximum opportunity to develop 
young scientists and will seek to avoid merely 
tinkering with gadgets for the Navy. 

That such a sifting is necessary, however, makes 
it plain that the Navy wants and needs work 
which has only limited value in the field of pure 
scientific research, There will be university heads 
less cautious than Chancellor Compton who will 
accept “gadgeteering” assignments from the Navy, 
lured by the $39,000,000 which the Navy is pre- 
pared to lavish on its research program at uni- 
versities and other research institutions in 23 
states. . 

Scientific talents used on these projects will 
not be available for the kind of pure, undirected 
research out of which have come the major sci- 
entific accomplishments of mankind. Also, the 
Navy may decide when any of these projects be- 
comes “classified,” and in the interests of na- 
tional security free exchange of scientific ideas 
in that field will cease. 

We may as well face the fact that scientific 
freedom is being whittled down this much. It is 
a part of the penalty we pay for living in a world 
of rampant nationalisms, with its hates, fears and 
suspicions. 
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Get Them All 


Testimony by Howard B. Gill, suspended su- 
perintendent of the District of Columbia jail, 
that schemes to “broker” war contracts and to 
secure “vice concessions” near Army camps had 
been operated from the jail at the nation’s 
capital, should be pursued further. 

Gill’s testimony was given to a congressfonal 
committee investigating a recent jail break. He 
said, among other things, that Engineers Group, 
Inc., had been organized in the District of Co 
lumbia jail. Representative James M. Curley 
of Massachusetts recently was convicted of 
charges in connection with this war contract 
brokerage enterprise. 

Perhaps the trail of prosecution has not ended. 
It should not end until every individual who 
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attempted to exploit the war emergency by such 
schemes is in jail—preferably some other jail 
than the one at 200 Nineteenth street southeast, 
Washington, D. C., 
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A Question of Electric Rates 


Union Electric’s proposed rate reduction prom- 
ises only negligible savings to any householder 
in the metropolitan area and net increases to 
many consumers. The city government, there- 
fore, like this newspaper from the first an- 
nouncement, is singularly unimpressed, to the 
point where it has petitioned the State Public 
Service Commission for clarifying hearings. 

The city’s case for an inquiry is persuasive. 
Voluntarily or otherwise, UE has not cut St. 
Louis residential rates in 13 years. Then, all 
of a sudden, in no particular visible frame of 
events, it fanfares a reduction which amounts 
only to peanuts. So, with a wholesome skep- 
ticism, the city asks in effect whether it is a 
sop thrown out in the hope of avoiding much 
more adequate adjustments when the current 
valuation investigation is concluded. 

The city also rightfully asks whether it is just 
to give so much larger réductions to non-metro- 
politan consumers, Within reason, metropolitan 
consumers may actually benefit if non-metro- 
politan consumption thereby increases enough to 
enlarge the system-wide gross operating income. 
There is a strong presumption, however, that the 
company goes too far when, as in this proposal, 
it puts the high-distribution-cost areas under the 
same rates as the lower-cost metropolitan area. 

Above all, moreover, there is this question: 
If the company hopes to profit from the consid- 
erable reductions it wants to offer in small out- 
lying towns, why in the world does it not offer 
comparable cuts for the same purpose in the 
much larger, much richer central distribution 
market? That question alone is so good that it 
would be surprising indeed if the commission 
did not let it come up in open meeting. 
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A Communist Looks Ahead 


After a long and earnest talk with William Z. 
Foster, secretary of the American Communist 
Party, Reporter Edwin A. Lahey has concluded 
that “Foster and his colleagues... are betting 
their future .. . that we in this country will not 
be able to solve the problem of mass unemploy- 
ment when the first flush of postwar prosperity 
is over.” 

Soberly, this may not be a bad bet. Whether 
it adds up to anything good for Mr. Foster and 
his friends is, however, another question. That 
the breakdown of advanced capitalist economies 
has been followed by successful Fascist—not 
Communist—revolutions is a historical fact. 

Speculation on dire events which may follow 
a breakdown attending our failure to solve the 
problem of mass unemployment, however, is less 
the issue than providing a solution—now. Con- 
gress should have passed a real full employment 
bill. A Missouri Valley Authority should have 
been authorized; and work begun on plans for 
this broad valley development plan, with all its 
benefits including thousands of jobs. 

Congress has preferred to take the short view. 
Reconversion unemployment has been less than 
was anticipated, and this may fool some Con- 
gressmen, but not Mr. Foster. He is not stupid, 
He is waiting for the crash. Congress needs 
only to continue to do nothing and Mr. Foster 
will get his chance. 


Labor Government Confidence | 

In repealing the Trades Disputes Act, outlaw- 
ing general strikes, the British Labor Govern- 
ment has performed an act of faith in its own 
future. The Trades Disputes Act, passed in 1927, 
the year following the disastrous general strike, 
has been a thorn, in the side of union labor. 
Union labor is the backbone of the Government 
which now has repealed the act. 

From now on, a general strike is a legal pos- 
sibility in Britain. If one were to occur, how- 
ever, it would be more than likely to bring down 
the Labor Government itself. 

Obviously, the Labor party anticipates no such 
development. In the Commons debate on repeal 
of the act, a Labor spokesman expressed confi- 
dence that the Government would remain in 
power ‘for a long time ahead.” 

The explanation for this confidence is to be 
found in the conviction which saturates Labor 
party philosophy in Britain—that the cure of an 
evil social symptom, such as the general strike, is 
to be found not in suppression of the symptom, 
but in removal of the cause. It is faith in its 
ability to remove the causes of social unrest that 
has prompted the Labor party to stake its own 
future on the repeal of the Trades Disputes Act. 
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Strike Prevention at Wor!. 

New Jersey, as was said approvingly in these 
columns last week, has very recently imposed 
a strike-deterring law on its regulated public 
utilities. It was only nine days on the books 
when Gov, Edge invoked it to prevent an immi- 
nent strike of nine gas works. It worked; it 
prevented the strike. 

Because the law was so new, its full machin- 
ery had no chance to operate. Otherwise, the 
status quo would have been held while the State 
tried to mediate the dispute or, failing in that, 
set fact-finders to work at forming judgment. As 
it was, the Governor was forced to hold the status 
quo by seizing the plants and only then com- 
mencing the course of mediation and fact-finding, 

It may be all the more indicative of its essen- 
tial wisdom, therefore, that it met a set of cir- 
cumstances which constituted an extraordinarily 
severe test Without a doubt, its assurance of 
fair hearing is the element which reconciled the 
workers to honoring the State’s seizure by stay- 
ing on their jobs. 

Perhaps experience will show that New Jer- 
sey’s law needs further refinement. However, it 
is already working to protect the public inter- 
est in uninterrupted utility services. The some- 
what similar Federal Railway Labor Act is pre- 
venting a national railroad strike as this is writ- 
ten. A few states other than New Jersey have 
successful statutes to prevent such strikes. 

With such experience in the record, it seems 
odd that so many states and the Federal Govern- 
ment are not fully profiting by it. 
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A Senate committee has approved the nominee 
for Ambassador to Argentina, but there’s no 
mention of condolences.

For a New Anti-Rat Program 


The Mirror 
of 
Public Opinion 


Despite lessons of history, danger of rats is still under-estimated and 
treated with apathy, writer says; now ground squirrels threaten to 
carry plague to brown rats of Midwest; recommends establishment 
of a separate rat control agency here to fight the disease carriers, 


A Letter to the Editor of the Post-Dispatch 


When I was a child in St. Louis, the city 
was full of the loathsome brown rat. Peo- 
ple were talking about them. But that is 
all it has ever amounted to—talk. Sud- 
denly, there is excitement. The citizens 
themselves cause that excitement. The 
newspapers never were fundamentally re- 
sponsible for that excitement. Neither cer- 
tainly were the apathetic Health Division 
or any public officials. 


Even in the Bible is recorded the Black 
Death. The First Book of Samuel tells 
how the Lord smote the Philistines with 
“emerods in their secret parts.”. That was 
3000 years ago, but the rat situation has 
not changed in the least. The Greek his- 
torian Thucydides wrote about the epi- 
demic of Athens in 480 B. C. The rat- 
borne plague is history. Boccaccio wrote 
his “Decameron,” the artist Titian was 
killed by it, and in Bavaria, the villagers 
of Oberammergau started their Passion 
Play because of plague. 


Facts About the Brown Rat 


Let us here consider a few facts about 
the brown rat. They seldom travel more 
than a few hundred feet from their nests, 
though a rat will do anything. Some peo- 
ple claim that the sick rat of San Fran- 
cisco, which brought in Black Death on a 
ship from the Orient at the turn of the 
century, would have caused more imme- 
diate deaths but for that. The rats did 
at that time cause the death of some Chi- 
nese in rat-infested Chinatown, 


Now, astounding as one would think it 
is, the city officials and Health Depart- 
ment hushed that up. No one ever com- 
puted how many Chinese died. The whole 
thing was kept quiet. 


We can take just one pair of brown rats 
and in nine generations of them—which is 
about two years—there are 20,000,000 rats, 
That is really something to think about 
when one considers that rats can survive; 
if well-fed and unhindered, better than man 
can. 


The writer of this manuscript wrote a 
year ago to Alderman Vernon Riehl and 
pointed out that what this city needs is to 
assume leadership in this rat problem. We 
should start a Pied Piper Rat Foundation 
in St. Louis from contributions from the 
people, It could be started in Forest Park 
close to the Zoo on a lot given by the city. 
It would be headed by a city rat commit- 
tee, the Health Division and Zoo officials. 
That is the only plan possible if we are 
to get rid of rats 


Microscopes or Rat Traps? 


The carriers of diseases are far more 
important than the gefms the doctors are 
so fond of watching through microscopes. 
If doctors were each one to take an ordi- 
nary rat trap and catch a rat a day, they 
would do far more good for society than 
all of their big words, microscopes and the 
like could ever hope to do. 


Think of the billions of dollars that have 
been wasted away by the medicos for the 
study of the diseases the carriers are re- 
sponsible for! That money is spent on 
great institutions every day, and it has 
always been the case. Not a dime to kill 
off the carriers, such as rats, mice, flies 
and thousands of others. 


In all the recent talk of rats fn our elty, 
no mention has been made of the bubonic 


plague. It is the most destructive of all 
human afflictions. But the brown rat is 
not the only animal that carries the plague 
flea. Soon after some plague-rats escaped 
from San. Francisco, hunters around that 
city found ground squirrels dead in a 
strange way. The Black Death killed them. 


Dangerous Carrier of Plague 


The common ground squirrel roams the 
West in great profusion and keeps spread- 
ing out, moving toward St. Louis. He is 
the greatest single carrier of the plague- 
infested flea. It is he who could finally 
bring the plague-infested fleas to the 
brown rat. 


The citizens of St. Louis want something 
done about rats: They are not interested 
in politics and the fact that some toes will 
be stepped on if we get new rat laws. We 
want the newspapers to help in establish- 
ment of new rat laws. We are not inter- 
ested in politics or keeping the Health Di- 
vision in charge. The record of the Health 
Division proves it is not and never will be 
qualified to exterminate rats, 


This writer does not consider the Riehl 
plan to be enough. However, the fact re- 
mains that, for the first time, a city offi- 
cial has made some effort to get rid of or 
fight rats in an intelligent way. He has 
made a step in the right direction. It is 
the Rieh) plan that St. Louis needs. If 
the cost is high, the people are not only 
willing but anxious to pay it. 


Annual Cleanup Is Silly 


It was Mr. Riehl and a few intelligent 
citizens who have forced the current rat 
interest we now have. They forced their 
way up to the top through all the filth 
and ignorance. It was not the newspapers, 
the Mayor, the Health Division or the 
others. If they had listened to Mr. Riehl 
@ year ago, many St. Louis children would 
not have been bitten by rats 


Newspapers grint pictures of a few 
cleaned alleys. Where are they? How 
long do they stay clean? Are a few pub- 
lic cleaners capable of cleaning up the 
junk pile that is St. Louis—and keeping it 
clean? The spring cleanup is silly. We 
need to teach citizens that it is much more 
important to clean up outside than inside, 
We need a weekly cleanup. 

Any plan that is tried in St. Louis, cop- 
ied from other cities, dooms the city. They 
have all been tried—are as old as the 
earth. They have al] failed. Actually, you 
will find it impossible to starve rats. They 
can eat anything. 

So far as Mr. Riehl’s plan is concerned, 
it is the first one that has ever been of- 
fered a people with some sense to it. That 
is the main thing that matters.

To the ordinary Middle Westerner who 
is inclined to be a spendthrift, this book is 
revealing. It is hardly possible to conceive 
the various methods of intrigue the au- 
thor found necessary in dealing with his 
customers. One will find here, told in a 
lively manner and much humor, everything 
incident to a smal! rural business, from the 
skinning of skunks to poetic advertising, 
the latter being especially attractive in 
bringing customers to his store. 

Queer characters, shoplifters, cost marks

Sharp eyes and 
keen wits were a necessary part of these 
transactions, and the author discovered 
early that there was plenty for a small 
boy to learn about dickering.

O one, I think, can be very happy about the outcome of the 
election in Greece, Its result is to establish what is effectively 
a Royalist Government in power. 


The resignation of the Regent, 


rendered at once to the exiled King, is the sign of the anxiety of the 
new Government to revive the monarchy. 


The self-styled “Popular” party 
did not accept Foreign Secretary 
Ernest Bevin’s view that the 
plebiscite on the monarchy should 
be postponed until 1948. He will, 
obviously, have no small difficul- 
ties ir persuading it not to hold 
it as soon as it conveniently can. 

If the plebiscite is held before 
British troops withdraw from 
Greece, Mr. Bevin and his col- 
leagues will have difficult prob- 
lems to solve. For if they answer 
in the affirmative, there will be 
suspicions everywhere that the 
restoration of King George was 
Bevin’s object as it was pretty 
clearly Winston Churchill’s ob- 
ject. If the answer is negative, 
any mora] authority of. the pres- 
ent Greek Government is shat- 
tered and a new election is called 
for. 


Threat of Civil War. 


If the same precautions are not 
taken then as have been taken in 
the recent «fection, there is the 
gravest danger that it will be the 
signal for civil war in Greece. It 
is inevitable that the EAM (Na- 
— Liberation Front) should 

eny the validity of the present 
elections even though the absten- 
tions were on a smaller scale than 
they anticipated. But I do not see 
how Bevin could have postponed 
them. 

He had no sort of assurance 
that the situation two months 
from now would be any better 
than on the day of the polling. 
He had to meet the Russian 
charge that the presence of Brit- 
ish troops was a threat to peace, 
and any steps taken by him to 
prolong their stay there would 
clearly have been strongly criti- 
cized on that ground. He had 
also to remember that the. cost 
of British troops there was 28 
heavy charge on the Exchequer. 


He was dealing with a situa- 
tion in which almost any choice 
was a bad choice. I believe that 
he did sincerely try to make the 
best of an impossible job. But I! 
frankly think that the best is not 
going to be good enough and I 
do not think it possible to put the 
major responsibility on the EAM. 


Favoritism to the Right. 


On the contrary, I think the 
evidence available makes it clear 
that from the moment of the 
British landing, the _ right-wing 
parties were under the patronage 
of Prime Minister Churchill, that 
they knew this was the case and 
that these facts are mainly re- 
sponsible for the indignation and 
excesses of the Left. For the lat- 
ter have see: the scale, piece by 
piece, weighted against them. 
They have seen the Left forces 
disarmed. They have seen the 
right-wing forces incorporated into 
the Army and, to a considerable 
extent, into the police. 

If they have been provocative, 
no one who has talked to British 
officers who have been in Greece 
during the occupation has any 
doubt that the rightists also have 
been provocative and have com- 
mitted excesses in their turn. 

It is more intelligble that a 
large number of Greeks should be 


hostile to the return of a King 
who showed no respect after his 
first exile for his oath to the 
Constitution and was the major 
author of the ugly Metaxas dic- 
tatorship. Nor is it difficult to 
see why they should associate the 
King’s return with the idea of a 
renovated economic domination 
over the life of Greece by a small 
group of “economic royalists” 
behind whom is the Greek Na- 
tional Bank. 


No Hope of “‘New Deal.” 


So long as these men are the 
vital foundation of the monar- 
chy’s support, the Left parties do 
not believe that there will be a 
“New Deal” for the common peo- 
ple in Greece. They doubt further, 
when the British go, whether de- 
mocracy under a_ constitutional 
monarchy is possible. King George, 
they think, is too deeply commit- 
ted to the financial oligarchy 
which is the backbone of the Right 
parties not to be compelled, either 
directly or indirectly, to support 
them from the outset or to drift 
rapidly into their hands under 
criticisms from the Left. 


Nobody, I hope, needs to be 
told that the Greeks are a brave 
people to whom the United Na- 
tions owe much for their brave 
fight against German domination. 
Nobody, I hope, needs to be told 
either that the mutipiicity of par- 
ties in Greece, and the passion 
which underlies the political dif- 
ferences are not the outcome of 
something mysterious in the Greek 
national character, but are the re- 
sult of a social and economic sys- 
tem in which the masses are ex- 
ploited and cliques of wealthy busi- 
ness men quarrel with one an- 
other for possession of the spoils 
that are inherent in the possession 
of the power to govern. 


Perils in King’s Return. 


Since T believe myself that the 
return of the King would do 
grave harm to Greek recovery, 
let alone the need for, wholesale 
reform in Greek institutions, I 
think his return to Greece would 
be a tragedy of the first order. 
Indeed, he himself does not rea- 
lize this without being told so. 
He thereby clearly shows his un- 
fitness for the throne, for he will 
be sacrificing the future of 
Greece to his own ambition and 
prestige. 

It was said of Louis XVIII of 
France in 1840 that he came back 
to his throne in the “baggage 
train of the Allies.” I think it 
will be fairly said of King George 
that he will return—if he does 
return—in an airplane got ready 
for him, at least in the first in- 
stance, by Churchill. 

I hope therefore that Mr. Bevin 
will put all possible pressure both 
on the King of the Hellenes in 
London and on the Greek Gov- 
ernment in Athens to maintain 
the postponement of the plebiscite 
until 1948. It would be intoler- 
able if the Labor Government in 
Britain, whatever the _ strategic 
political mistakes the Greek Left 
may have committed, handed it 
over to its enemies and offered 
it no future but that of civil war.

The witness who brought this 
out was Capt. Robert A. Laven- 
der, advisor on patents to the Of- 
fice of Scientific Research and 
Development. He explained that, 
under one type of contract issued 
by OSRD, “the contractor retained 
the sole license with the right to 
grant sub-licenses.” 

This seemec to some Senators to 
give an unearned privilege to cor- 
porations whose: research had 
been entirely financed with Gov- 
ernment money. It seemed, too, 
to give the big corporations a 
head start _1 the very outset of a 
new age in which atomic energy 
might well be the dominant force. 

Chairman Brien McMahon asked 
Lavender if it were not true that 
the “great bulk” of the atomic 
patents were “in the field where 
the outside company has an exclu- 
sive right.” Lavender replied that 
the inventions in this field were 
not of “much importance.” 


Text of Patent Clause. 


The Senate bill, reported out 
with the unanimous approval of 
the 11 members of the committee, 
vest all atomic patent rights with 
the Atomic Energy Commission. 
The patent clause, as written by 
‘the committee, reads as follows: 

“No patent shall hereafter be 
granted for any invention or dis- 
covery which is useful solely in 
the production of fissionable ma- 
teria] or atomic energy for a mili- 
tary weapon. Any patent granted 
for any such invention or discov- 
ery is hereby revoked.” 

What is more, the Senate bill 
provides that no patent granted 
in the future shall cover any proc- 
ess related to the production of 
fissionable material or the use of 
fissionable material or atomic en- 
ergy for a military weapon. 

It sets up detailed provisions for 
the licensing of patents in connec- 
tion with the non-military uses of 
atomic energy. The Atomic Ener- 
gy Commission is given power to 
set up a patent compensation 
board to pass on applications and 
licenses. 

Irvin Stewart, deputy director 
of OSRD, also testified on patents 
before the Senate committee. He 
gaid that OSRD had used two 
forms. A short form “gave the 


T the hearings held by the Senate Atomic Energy Committee, 
the Senators were startled to learn that patents had been granted 
on some devices used to produce atomic fission which gave indi- 


right to license these patents. 


Government the power to deter- 
mine the disposition of all rights 
in discoveries and inventions made 
unde: the contracts.” 

In other words, the Government 
was paying for the research and 
therefore wanted to have the right 
to say who would have the right 
to benefit from it. But, as Stew- 
art made clear in his testimony, 
many firms would not accept this: 


“A number of vitally needed in- 
dustrial organizations were wun- 
willing to accept such a provision. 
This resulted in the adoption of 
the so-called long form. It left 
with the contractor the title to 
inventions, subject to a license in 
favor of the Government for na- 
tional defense purposes.” 


Progress in France. 


Still later, according to Stew- 
art’s testimony, when the tre- 
mendous possibilities in the atom- 
ic project became evident, it was 
decided that Government control 
should be strengthened. That was 
in the spring of 1942. Not long 
afterward, the corporations with 
contracts on the atomic project 
“agreed to give the Government 
full control over inventions and 
discoveries.” 


One phase of Capt. Lavender’s 
testimony on patents had impli- 
cations that were aot obvious 
when he spoke. He was asked by 
McMahon whether there had been 
any applications from foreign in- 
ventors on atomic energy. 

Lavender replied that one patent 
had been issued in France in the 
fall of 1939. It was filed over here 
a year later, and is still pending. . 


The truth is that those familiar 
with the whole background of 
atomic development believe 
France will produce atomic energy 
long before any other country. The 
patent referred to by Lavender 
is based on the advanced’ work 
of French physicists led by Fred- 
eric Joliot-Curie, son-in-law of 
Marie Curie, the discoverer of 
radium. It is on developments in 
France, both technological and po- 


litical, that observers here are con-. 


centrating. 


The secrecy in any patent on 
atomic energy will be good only 
so long as we hold the exclusive 
know-how, That may not be very 
long.

New York. Exchange 
Head Asks in Talk 
Here for Relaxation of 
Federa] Controls, 


The recent order of the Federal 
Reserve Board requiring all se- 
curity sales to be on a 100 per 
cent cash basis, was characterized 
here last night by Emil Schram, 
president of the New York Stock 
Exchange, as the “grossest dis- 
crimination against a form of 
property that is owned by, millions 
of American citizens.” 

In an aggressive talk before a 
dinner meeting of the St. Louis 
Chamber of Commerce at Hotel 
Statler, the head of the nation’s 
top organization in the investment 
field charged that the board, in 
making the 100 per cent margin 
requirement for the first time in 
history, had exercised power con- 
trary to the intent of Congress. 

He was also sharply critical o 
the Government’s monetary poli- 
cies and failure to remove infla- 
tionary tendencies, and asked for 
relaxation of federal controls to 
permit improvement of the “mech- 
anism” of the investment business 
so as to provide better markets 
for investors. 

Credit and Market. . 

In referring to the margin rul- 
ing, he said the Federal Reserve 
Board has authority to prevent 
excessive use of credit, but in is- 
suing the order made no pretense 
that there was, or was threatened, 
excessive credit in stock sales. 
Actually, little credit was being 
extended, he said. 

“This is a most discouraging sit- 
uation where you have a public 
body, although well aware of the 
fact that its action was no more 
than an empty gesture, using its 
authority in an attempt to hobble 
our securities market,” he de- 
clared., 

He told his audience of more 
than 400 St, Louis industria] and 
business men the effect of the 
board’s action was to declare that 
securities of the New York Stock 
Exchange, which include many of 
the choicest investments, were 
valueless for collateral loan pur- 
poses. The exchange, he added, 
would have approved the action 
“if it had, by any stretch of the 
imaginatiop, been dictated by con- 
siderations of public interest.” 

Asserting the investment indus- 
try serves highly useful economic 
and social purposes in bringing 
capital and management together 
and maintaining liquid markets 
for investments by the public, 
Schram declared “the Government 
should allow us to improve our 
mechanism so as to provide better 
markets.” 

“Industry, if it is to provide as 
many jobs as the public has been 
led to think it can, must have bil- 
lions of dollars of new caiptal, and 
the place to raise vezture capital 
is in the securities market,” he 
said. 

Government Policies. 

Discussing the Government’s fis- 
cal and monetary policies, the 
stock exchange president declared 
that management of the national 
debt was the most urgent problem 
confronting the nation today, and 
the policies that are pursued will 


‘| determine whether the existing 


dangerous inflationary potential 
will be controlled or released with 
disastrous effect. 

He said 135 billion dollars in 
idle cash and tfme and demand 
deposits, including 90 billion in 
personal holdings, are the most 
dangerous threat to monetary sta- 
bility. A move to encourage in- 
vestment of these liquid assets in 
a substantial part of the Govern- 
ment securities now held by banks 
would be the most important sin- 
gle weapon against inflationary 
tendencies, Schram added. 

The Government’s policy of easy 


interest rates and returns on in- 
vestments and tends to undermine 
the efforts of government and busi- 
ness to maintain the integrity of 
the dollar. 

He called for a “reconversion” 
in thinking by the Administration, 
labor and management to avoid 
repetition of the “abortive  at- 
tempt to influence an election in 
the Argentine and direct the in- 
ternal affairs of Spain.” He said 
labor should not attempt to link 
needed wage increases with mean- 
ingless phrases such as “ability 
to pay,” and management must 
not block progress by blind ad- 
herence to the past. 

“A sound federal tax and fiscal 
policy, with economies in govern- 
ment as a cornerstone, will safe- 
guard the credit of the nation, 
preserve the integrity of our money 
and install confidence among our 
people,” he declared. 

Schram, other officers of the 
New York Stock Exchange and 
the officers and governors of the 
Association of Stock Exchange 
firms, meeting in St. Louis for 
the first time, were guests of the 
Chamber of Commerce at the din- 
ner. Other speakers were Mayor 
A. P. Kaufmann, Wymond Cabell, 
president of the association, and 
John A. Coleman, board chairman 
of the New York exchange. Jo- 
seph A. McClain Jr., general coun- 
sel for the. Wabash Railroad Co., 
presided.

ENGLISH SINGER CASTS 
SPELL ON AUDIENCE 


Richard Dyer-Bennet’s, Folk 
Songs Derived From Euro- 
pean, American Sources.

Richard Dyer-Bennet, the young 
nglish singer of ballads and 
other folk songs, cast an un- 
broken spell over his audience 


last night at a recital given in 
Howard Hall, The Principia. His 
program was derived entirely 
from English, Irish, Scotch and 
American sources and his per- 
formance was marked by both a 
special authority in his particulur 
field and the communicative 
warmth of the universal artist. 

Folk songs are by their nature 
simple and direct and those that 
have originated in the British 
Isles are almost entirely con- 
cerned with love and death. It 
was remarkable therefore that 
Mr. Dyer-Bennet could’ have 
brought into play such a_ wide 
range of f. ling and mood, There 
was no monotony about his re- 
cital. His success in creating at- 
mosphere and suspense may be 
attributed, paiily, to the fact that 
he combines the gifts of a story 
teller with those of a perceptive 
musical artist. Each song had its 
heroes and heroines whose adven- 
tures, even though briefly told, 
enlisted the sympathy of the 
listeners as completely as if they 
had been characters in a full 
length saga. In a program of 
more than twent’’ songs, pervaded 
variously by humor, pathos, trag- 
edy, each one had its own flavor 
and each one had a sort of per- 
fection. 

Not the least of Mr. Dyer- 
Bennet’s attributes was his clear 
and effortless diction. Though 
his tenor voice does not have 
great power, its tone quality was 
ag: eable and it had a flexibility 
that made his musical line quite 
as clear as the words of his songs. 
He accompanied himself on the 
guitar. The audience showed an 
extraordinary concentration and 
responsiveness.

Officials said that, until it is 
held or some other means is found 
for making peace settlements, po- 
litical conditions in Europe will 
remain highly unstable and the 
return of the world to a sound 
peace basis will be retarded. 

Main Issues of Dispute. 

The principal issues on which 
the United States and Britain dif- 
fer sharply with the Soviet Union 
are not new. They include the 
trusteeship Russia seeks over the 
former Italian colony of Tripoli- 
tania; what reparations should be 
exacted of Italy; the United 
States-backed proposal for demili- 
tarization of the Dodecanese is- 
lands, and the determination of 
the Istrian 
Italy and Yugoslavia. 

A companion problem is Soviet 
}olicy of making bi-lateral treaties 
with the Balkan states—a prac- 
tice the United States opposes on 
the ground that Russia thus gains 
special economic advantages. 

When the Paris meeting tackles 
these questions two weeks hence, 
it will be stepping over a backlog 
of failures. The Big Four foreign 
ministers meeting in London made 
th» first attempt and failed. An- 
other try in December by the Big 
Three powers likewise was unsuc- 
cessful. Efforts of deputy foreign 
ministers in London to produce 
prelimii.ary treaty drafts over the 
last two months have come to 
naught on major issues. Until the 
big powers agree no treaties can 
be presented t the full-dress 
peace parley. 

Ruhr-Rhineland Problem. 

Meanwhile, it appeared the scope 
of the Paris conversations might 
be broadened to include discus- 
sions on the disposition of Ger- 
many’s industrial Ruhr and the 
Rhineland. France, it wag learned, 
recently asked Secretary of State 
Byrnes whether he would be will- 
ing to take «=p its proposals for 
internationalization of those areas. 
Byrnes is understood to have ad- 
vised Foreign Minister Bidault 
that he would do so after the 
peace treaty discussions were fin- 
ished. 

The peace treaties to be written 
are those with Italy, Romania, 
Bulgaria, Hungary and Finland. 
| There is a slight possibility that 
the 2l-nation peace conference 
may never be held. If it proves 
impossible to nave joint treaties 
among the victor states and the 
former enemy countries, then 
it may be necessary for each of 
the victor powers to make what- 
ever individual treaties it desires, 
American officials said. 

(In London, a foreign office 
source asserted that Britain was 
opposed to conclusion of separate 
peace treaties with Italy or any 
other former enemy state, a Unit- 
ed Press dispatch said. Deplor- 
ing hints from Washington that 
such action might result, the 
source said, “We will subscribe to 
the sentiment expressed by Soviet 
Foreign Misister Molotov that 
peace is indivisible.” He declared 
that unless all the Allies signed 
the treaty, it would be worthless 
to Italy, adding “settlement of all 
the outstanding claims for repara- 
tions or territorial adjustments is 
a basic necessity.)

The agitators persuasively 
suggested that there were lots of 
nice local hair styles, but the girls 
persisted in their proud devia- 
tionism. 

More of the Same. 


This is a smal] straw, ghiefly 
valuable because it is amusing, 
among many larger straws point- 
ing in the same direction. One 
such is the high percentage of 
desertions from Red Army units 
scheduled for return to Russia 
from points in Europe. Another 
is the increasing attention in the 
Red press to the shortage of con- 
sumer goods, 

From this sort of thing, it is 
concluded that the postwar fer- 
ment within the Soviet Union is 
a fairly serious matter, arising 
both from the attitude of the re- 
turning troops, and the desire of 
the homestaying Russians for a 
little comfort and relaxation. 


On the other hand, the Soviet: 


rulers are not expected to try to 
still the ferment by making con- 
cessions. On the contrary, their 
remedies are a .ittle more of the 
same medicine. The new outcry 
against “capitalist encirclement” 
is regarded as intended to main- 
tain national unity and a high 
level of effort. 


The same purpose is attributed 
to the new campaign to indoc- 
trinate recently joined Communist 
party members, in order to 
strengthen the hard core of the 
Soviet regime, and to the new 
emphasis on pure Marxism as 
against wartime nationalism. In 
this latter connection, Alexandrov, 
head of the propaganda and agi- 
tation department, has demanded 
a return to “pure Marxist 
thought” as the “apex of Russian 
and world culture.” Just to make 
sure that everyone knows what 
pure Marxist thought may be, 21 
million copies of the stupendously 
tedious “Short History of the Com- 
munist Party” are being distrib- 
uted. 

Finally, of course, the Soviet 
leaders are repairing the ravages 
of war by the simple expedient of 
outright loot, principally in East- 


ern Europe. The process is most 
visible in Romania, Hungary and 
Bulgaria. It is becoming increas- 
ingly evident that the Soviet 
Union regards these countries as 
permanent satrapries, and all of 
Eastern Europe as a sphere of 
economic domination. 


The Soviet Ambassador in Lon- 
don recently mildly surprised For- 
eign Minister Ernest Bevin by 
stating frankly that Moscow was 
working out a five-year plan for 
all countries in the Eastern Eu- 
rope area. In Pragye there was 
something of a public stir when 
M. Kopecki, Communist member 
of the Czech Government, an- 
nounced that the Czechoslovak 
economy would be carefully inte- 
grated with the Russia five-year 
plan. This was subsequently de- 
nied by other members of the gov- 
ernment, but the denial is taken 
with a grain of salt. 


Triumphs Abroad. 


In all countries, moreover, Soviet 
economic instrumentalities, such 
as the Soviet-Romanian fuel and 
transport combines, Sovrompetrol 
and Sovromtransport, are also in- 
strumentalities of Soviet political 
domination. The highly typical 
situation in Romania was summed 
up by one shrewd official observer 
with a revealing cynicism. “In 
Romania,” he said, “the Soviet 
stranglehold is complete: such 
gaps as exist in the Soviet con- 
trols result chiefly from the in- 
eradicable inefficiency of the Ro- 
manian government.” 


It is understandable that the 
Soviets should seek to repair the 
war's ravages at home by taking 
what they can outside Russia. 
Especially in transport and fuel, 
their position is serious. Soviet 
oil production, for example, was 
30 million metric tons per annum 
in 1940, and Stalin sadly admitted 
to one Allied representative that 
it had fallen to 18 million tons per 
annum as a result of the war. 

On the other hand, it is mis- 
taker to attribute Soviet expan- 
sionism to the mere need for raw 
materials. It has already been 
shown the Soviets knew from the 
Yalta conference onward that they 
could secure Iranian oil conces- 
sions “by peaceful negotiations. It 
can now be added that Bevin sent 
a personal telegram to Stalin at 
the beginning of the Iranian crisis 
reiterating the desire of the Brit- 
ish Government to see the Soviet 
Union satisfied as to oil, : 

In short, if Soviet expansionism 
is to be explained in terms of the 
internal situation, it must have 
the larger purpose of diverting the 
attention of the people from their 


troubles at home by triumphs 
abroad.

Dr. Christian Gauss of Prince- 
ton Says Art of Co-operation 
Is Most Important.

We must iearr. to live fn one 
world or “be blown up,” Dr. 
Christian Gauss, dean of the col- 
lege of Princeton University, told 


representatives of the university’s 
graduate council on alumni as- 
sociations at a dinner meeting 
last night at the University Club. 

Speaking on “Education for 
Democracy,” Dean Gauss said: 
“Not all kinds of education save 
democracy. We know that Ger- 
man education, for _ instance, 
failed misera.ly in this respect, 
and we should remember that 
Germany possessed a highly per- 
fected educational system. 


“But Germany never succeeded 
in training its citizens for life in 
a democracy. She had no high 
schools which served as our 
American high schools do to pro- 
vide a community center where 
boys and girls from both sides of 
the tracks learn to know and to 
respect each other, and work to- 
gether for common purposes. 

“In college education, intel- 
ligence and specialized training is 
not enough. Germany possessed 
excellent scientists and technical 
experts. She really did the funda- 
mental work that laid the founda- 
tions of the atomic bomb. 

“The are of learning .o live to- 
gether and co-operate with each 
other is the most important of all 
the liberal arts. If we are to edu- 
cate for democracy we must learn 
this significant lesson.

Princeton has always 
mad. that her aim and we have 
sometimes been criticized for it.”

SUHOOL STRESSED 


Health Speakers Say Fit- 
ness Tests Devised by 
the Military Will Be 


Used in Programs.

The week-long convention of the 
American Association for Health, 
Physical Education and Recrea- 
tion closed today with a general 
assembly at- which summaries of 
the proceedings of the various sec- 
tions were presented and dis- 
cussed by association committee 
heads at Hotel Jefferson. 

In the field of physical educa- 
tion, the outstanding development 
stressed by speakers was the re- 
habilitation program for veterans 
and handicapped persons being 
followed in many high schools and 
colleges. Methods of testing physi- 
cal fitness devised by the military 
authorities will be developed and 
used further while the needs of 
the profession were felt to be ac- 
crediting of colleges for the train- 
ing of physical education teach- 
ers and development of a purely 
American theory of physical edu- 
cation. | 

Need to Correlate Teaching. 

In the area of health education, 
speakers told of the need of cor- 
relating the various groups inter- 
ested in health education, more 
adequate preparation of teachers 
in the profession, various experi- 
ments being tried in many com- 
munities and schools to improve 
instruction in health and the in- 
creasingly better materials, 


sources and techniques of health 
instruction, 


The role of World War II in 
highlighting the need for recrea- 
tion experienced by all persons 
and its implications for a postwar 
program of worthwhile use of 
leisure time was emphasized by 
spenkers in the recreational field. 
Communities and states were 
urged to plan programs and par- 
ticular attention was called to the 
wide use that could be made of 
school buildings in a community 
program of recreation.

Playing He Was 
Back in the Army

DAYTONA BEACH, Fia., April 13. 

AST Saturday was Army day, and this old 
L soldier celebrated it to the hilt. From mid- 
night, April 5, until midnight of April 6, I 
did my best to put into 24 hours all of the joys 
and delights of my

We 
siept in the small confines of the kitchen pantry, 
and all wore long underwear to provide the 
authentic touch. 


We were awakened just before dawn by the 
bellowing of a local hog-caller. He wasn’t as 
loud or as rasping as the average Camp Wheeler 
corporal or sergeant, but he was the best avail- 
able. 
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THEN I TUMBLED out into the front yard, 
half asleép, half dressed, and cold, and said, 
“Here!” Then I made my bed, put on my uni- 
form, and made my way to the kitchen where 
my wife had cooked a typical Camp Wheeler 
breakfast consisting of not quite enough of any- 
thing. all fried, frizzled, and served in a manner 
which would make Rover or Spot mighty happy. 


Breakfast finished, I rushed back and changed 
uniforms. The one a trainee is first told to wear 
is always the wrong one. The sergeant says no 
leggings and a field jacket, so you put that on. 
Then comes an order from the company com- 
mander to wear leggings and an overcoat, Just 
when you have arrayed yourself in this outfit, 
word comes from battalion or regiment head- 
quarters that the uniform of the day is helmet 
liner, full field pack, one legging, bayonet, and 
light mortar.

BETWEEN 9 AND 10 of Army day I did calis- 
thenics, and then did close order drill until noon, 
“Hup, two, three, four. Hup, two, three, four. 
Column right. Column left. Get that gun butt 
down. Get that gun butt up, Get in step there, 
soldier. To the rear, march. To the right flank, 
march, to the left flank march.” 


After lunch, I played at going to the infirmary 
and getting shots. A friend, also a former G.l, 
acted as the medical technician. I stood out in 
the yard for two hours, stripped to the waist, 
and then walked into the house for my shots. 


My friend was there. Not having a needle, he 
faked the part with a foot-long piece of iron 
pipe. When I came by he daubed my arm with 
a wet cloth and then carefully whacked me with 
the pipe a good two inches below where he had 
swabbed, in the best infirmary manner. Tech- 
nicians have been broken for inserting the 
needle in the flesh washed by alcohol. 
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I HAD PLANNED to spend the early part of 
the evening in a local pub, drinking a few 
bottles of beer as if I were in a PX. But, for 
the sake of realism, I stayed at home and 


ecrubbed a few floors. 


At 9 o'clock my time was my own. I could 
do anything I wanted to. That is, after I had 
shined my shoes, washed my fatigues, cleaned 
my gun, and reed my full field pack for to- 
morrow’s joyous 20-mile tramp into the hills. 


At midnight I hit the sack, and went to sleep 
dreaming of those dear, old days, when every 
man was a hero—with an aching back.

ASE J-265: Hazel W., aged 28, was referred to me recently 
C by a medical colleague. 

“This young woman was married two years ago,” the 
physician began, “and had her first baby one month ago. The 
baby is a little girl and a fine looking infant. The woman's 
husband is of the quiet, undemonstrative sort, and he is quite 
pleased with his new daughter. 

“The mother was all right while she was in the hospital, 
but now she comes to my office with a host of complaints. Her 
husband treats her too well, she says. And the nurses at the 

hospital were too good to her. 

“She says she lies awake at night and cannot sleep. She 
has insomnia and is overwhelmed with fears, She refuses to 
let her mother come to visit her because she says she doesn't 
want her mother to find out that she is going crazy, for she 
wishes to save her mother all that pain and worry.”

THIS IS an interesting case and I hope you readers will 
enjoy it, for it brings out many of the newer scientific findings 
of psychology. This woman is not insane, and she is not going 
insane. People who keep complaining that they are afraid they 
will lose their minds and go crazy, are seldom the type who be- 
come insane. They are neurotic. 

This woman has what we call a neurosis but not a psycho- 
sis. In other words, she is an entirely normal woman save for 
the fact that she has an emotional conflict that is expressing 
itself in fear of insanity. She is oriented; that is, she knows 
her name, the date, and where she is. She has no hallucina- 
tions. She doesn’t hear imaginary voices, nor see imaginary 
things around her.

INSANE PEOPLE have hallucinations. They hear voices 
or see things that do not exist in reality. Or they believe they 
are being persecuted by their relatives, or the government or 
other organizations. They are often emotionally indifferent, If 
you threaten them by saying you are going to send them to an 
insane asylum for the rest of their lives, they shrug their 
shoulders or may not even show that they have heard you at 
all. Or they may weakly protest, but they do not react as 
normal people do to such dire threats. 

This young mother craves punishment because of some- 
thing in the past. She has subconsciously selected insan- 
ity, because she feels she is not normal. “Not normal” means 
“abnormal.” “Abnormal” is a popular synonym for “insane.” 
Therefore, we can see how readily she had hit upon the idea of 
insanity. Why did she feel that she is not normal? Because 
she dislikes her baby! She’s jealous. She thinks that her un- 
demonstrative husband is showering all his attention on the 
baby. She feels slighted. 

While going through the discomfort of carrying the baby, 
she received much attention. But now she is no longer in the 
spotlight. Because she is jealous of the baby, she thinks she 
is not normal; therefore, abnormal. She feels she ought to be 
punished, as by insanity, for her thoughts about the baby.

Tomorrow

EGULAR fruit flavored gela- 
R tin makes a colorful and 

flavorful base for a molded 
salad. After gelatin has dissolved 
in water and has been cooled: to 
the congealing point, it may be 
combined with enough mayon- 
naise to add the desired flavor. 
Then it can be whipped until of 
a spongy texture before pouring 
into the mold over the fruit or it 
can be left as is. An interesting 
way to use the bananas in this 
mold is to leave them whole. They 
should be thoroughly ripened for 
best flavor. If they are peeled 
immediately before they are 
needed for the mold, and the 
gelatin is poured over them 
promptly, they will not discolor. 

A flat baking dish as wide as 
the bananas are long will allow 
the fruit to be arranged so that 
when the congealed salad is cut 
into squares, the end of a banana 
log will be showing up on two 
sides of the square. These squares 
should be arranged in a quite 
generous cup of crisp lettuce or 
on several leaves of romaine s0 
that it may have all the ear- 
marks of a salad, otherwise one 
could pass it off for dessert. A 
good many people will perhaps 
enjoy more mayonnaise on the 
top, and if this is desired, put it 
on just before serving by dropping 
a swirly blob spontaneously in 
the center of the slice of salad. 
If the stiff mayonnaise is not 
overhandled, it serves as a gar- 
nish and as dressing. 

Raspberry-Banana Mold 

Two teaspoons unflavored gela- 
tin, one and one-fourth cups cold 
water, one package raspberry fla- 
vored gelatin, two teaspoons 
sugar, pinch salt, one and one- 
fourth cups boiling water, two 
teaspoons lemon juice, one-half 
cup mayonnaise, four ripe but 
firm bananas, crisp lettuce. 

Soak unflavored gelatin in one- 
fourth cup cold water for five 
minutes, Combine raspherry gela- 
tin, sugar, salt and the softened 
unflavored gelatin in a bowl and 
add the boiling water. Stir until 
thoroughly dissolved, Stir in re- 
maining cold water and the lemon 
juice. Chill until syrupy. Add 
mayonnaise and beat well to mix, 
Pour enough raspberry mixture 
into bottom of a low dish (6%x10x 
1%) to cover. Arrange whole 
peeled bananas in this mixture. 
Cover with remaining mixture and 
place in refrigerator to become 
firm, Faur to six servings.

Breakfast: Mixed fruit (oranges, 
grapefruit, and any other left 
over fruit), scrambled eggs, sweet 
rolls. 
Dinner: Roast ribs of beef, 
Yorkshire pudding, browned pota- 
toes, .broccoli hollandaise, mixed 
green salad, cherry pinwheels with 
vanilla ice cream. 
« Supper: Beef and rice soup, 
molded raspberry and banana 
salad, whipcream dressing, quick 
raised cinnamon rolls. 

Quick Raised Cinnamon Rolls. 

Soften one-half cake compressed 
yeast in one cup lukewarm milk, 
Add one-fourth teaspoon salt, two 
tablespoons sugar, and three cups 
prepared biscuit mix. Beat well. 
Turn out on slightly floured board 
and knead for one minute. Roll 
out in a rectangular shape, about 
9x11 inches. Spread with three 
tablespoons softened margarine 
and sprinkle with one-third cup 
sugar and one-half teaspoon cin- 
namon over top. Roll up like a 
jelly roll, Cut .crosswise slices 
about three-fourths inches thick, 
Place in a well-buttered pan, about 
7%x12 inches, or into  but- 
tered muffin tins, Cover with 
a damp cloth and let stand in a 
warm place about one and one- 
half hours, or until double in 
bulk. Bake in a hot oven at 400 
degrees Farenheit for 20-25 
minutes. Makes 16 rolls. 


Chicken Souffle 

one cup chicken (finely minced), 
three eggs, one tablespoon butter 
or margarine; one _ tablespoon 
flour, one tablespoon minced 
onion, one tablespoon minced 
parsley, one cup cream, one-half 
teaspoon salt, paprika, 

Make a white sauce of the but- 
ter or margarine, flour, cream and 
salt.

$6 Wrest’ at least I did the 


best I could.” How often 
you've heard or used those 
words after some serious blunder. 

Naturally one’s first impulse 
under’ such circumstances is to 
find some excuse for the mistake 
or comfort for the grief. Obviously 
the past cannot be undone.

West opened the ten of clubs. 
Declarer won and drew two 
rounds of diamonds. He cashed 
the ace and king of hearts, dis- 
carding one of dummy’s spades, 
and then attempted to guess the 
position of the outstanding spade 
honors. Fortune, however, did not 
crown his effort. After leading to 
the spade ace, he returned a small 
spade toward his queen-nine,. East 
played low without the slightest 
hesitation, and South attempted 
to force the king by playing his 
own nine-spot, All he managed 
to force, however, was the jack 
from West’s hand, and West now 
had the siniple exit of a club into 
dummy’s blank ace. The spade 
king still had to be conceded to 
East for the setting trick. 

This hand scarcely could have 
been easier! After winning the 
opening club lead, declarer should 
have drawn the i outstanding 
trumps, then cashed the other 
club and the ace and. king of 
hearts, discarding a spade from 
dummy. The third heart should 
have been ruffed, the South hand 
entered with a trump, and a low 
spade led to dummy’s ten. 

Regardless of the position of 
the king and the jack, this would 
have assured declarer against 
losing more than one spade-trick. 
If East could win the ten with 
the jack, he would either have to 
return a spade, giving declarer a 
free finesse against the king, or 
a suit that declarer could ruff 
while dummy was discarding its 
last losing spade.

WE MUST BEGIN early to 
teach self control, as soon as a 
child wants something he does 
not need or should not have. 
Teach him he must claim or 
want only what is his, whether it 
be a talent, looks, possessions of 
any sort. He can have his own 
but beyond that he can never own 
anything. 

That is a difficult thing to teach 
a child, and just as difficult for 
an adult to grasp. But the truth 
is that we can never own what 
does not belong to us inherent- 
ly. What we cannot create we 
cannot own. The gift that does 
not fit into our creative power 
soon slips away. We can have 
what we need, what we create on 
our own power, but we cannot 
have everything our uncontrolled 
nature wants. That fundamental 
truth must be conveyed to all 
children so they learn to control 
their wants and be happy.
